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More than 150 people 
from Southern Louisiana 
ate, slept, and showered, 
for two days, in a Red 
Cross shelter set up in the 
LSUS H&PE Building as 
they waited out a hurri¬ 
cane that was slowly mov¬ 
ing into the state. 

According to Vincent 
Marsala, chancellor of 
LSUS, the Red Cross con¬ 
tacted him last Saturday 
morning about using the 
H&PE building as a shel¬ 
ter for refugees from 
Hurricane Georges that 
would be making their 
way upstate later that day. 
LSUS had been on a shel¬ 
ter list since a tornado 
touched down in South 
Shreveport two years ago. 

“It is just something 
you have to do,” Marsala 
said. Marsala said he sym¬ 
pathized for the people 
that this affected. “They 
are a long way from home

... I would hate to be in 
that situation.” 

Reid Brau, executive 
director of the Red Cross, 
said that the university 
had been helpful in sup¬ 
plying for the needs of the 
travelers. He said that 
when they look for a pos¬ 
sible shelter site, they 
look for a place that can 
provide areas in which to 
sleep, eat, and take show¬ 
ers. The H&PE building 
fit those criteria well. 
Also since LSUS is near 
1-49, the location would 
be convenient for people 
coming on that highway. 

“When a disaster hap¬ 
pens in your community, 
people can stay with their 
relatives,” Brau said, 
“These people can't do 
that.” 

Brau said that his orga¬ 
nization started looking 
for a site to receive people 
at about 7 a.m. Saturday 
morning. Putting up signs 
to direct people to the 
shelter took about two 


hours. Brau said that the 
first family to arrive came 
in at about 8:30 p.m. on 
Saturday night. They 
trickled in until about 2 
a.m. when they started to 
pour into the building. 

All told, 155 people 
were given a place to stay 
for a few days while the 
storm subsided. They 
were kept entertained by a 
television that was 
brought in from the UC. 
Some of the kids played 
basketball in the gym. By 
Monday morning, there 
was even some talk of let¬ 
ting the kids go swim¬ 
ming. 

Some of the families 
even brought their pets to 
stay with them. According 
to one Red Cross worker, 
they were prepared for at 
least 25-30 animals. Not 
that many arrived, but on 
Monday morning there 
were still about ten ani¬ 
mals being kept safe in 
the building.

Bell South awards $60,000 grant to 
continue education technology work

LSUS received a 
$60,000 grant from Bell 
South. 

Bell South held a 
press conference at 
LSUS last week to 
announce that it gave 
LSUS the grant to con¬ 
tinue its education tech¬ 
nology training pro¬ 
gram. 

The project began last 
year as Bell South gave 
$77,000 to the LSUS 
education department to 
develop a program to 
teach local teachers how 


to use new computer 
technology in their 
classrooms. 

The program consists 
of four graduate level 
courses taught by Jerry 
Antee. director of the 
education technology 
lab at LSUS. The teach¬ 
ers are taught how to 
use the new computer 
technology to create 
interactive learning pro¬ 
grams and software uti¬ 
lizing the computers' 1 
audio and video capa¬ 
bilities. “We take the 
best teachers from the 
local schools and teach 

them these course* 


that they can go back to 
their schools and help 
teach these technologies 
to their fellow teach¬ 
ers.” Antee said. 

The grant will allow 
for about 45 more teach¬ 
ers to begin the program 
this year. The teachers 
take one course a 
semester for two years. 
“The grant is for the 
purchase of software 
and hardware.” said 
Gary Rush, dean of col¬ 
lege of education, “ but 
mostly for the paying 
the salaries of person¬ 
nel.” 
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Deadline for applying to the Teacher Education 
Program (TEPAR) will be Friday, September 25, 
998. Applications are available in the 
Curriculum Resources Center (BE 213), or on the 
rack outside of the Department of Education office 
(BE 384). 


Students taking the NTE later in the semester or 
who will have the required 2.50 overall grade 
point average at the end of the semester, are 
encouraged to turn their application in by the 
deadline. Applications will be kept on file until 
scores are received or after grades at the end of the 
semester.

Professor takes part in 
national textbook panel

Mathematics professor. 
Dr. Mary Ellen Foley, was 
invited to participate on a 
national panel to review, 
evaluate, and, analyze 
mathematics and science 
textbooks used in middle 
schools across the country. 
The review was part of pro¬ 
ject 2061, a long-term K.-12 
science and math education 
reform initiative, sponsored 
by the American 
Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 
“It was real satisfying,'’ 
Foley said. 

The panel met to review 
the materials in Washington 
D.C. July eight through 24. 
National benchmarks and 
standards were used in the 
evaluation of the materials. 
The findings will be used as 
a rating guide providing 
detailed information about 
the quality of the textbooks. 


It’s similar to consumer 
reports. Foley said, the way 
a car is rated on its individ¬ 
ual elements. We rate dif¬ 
ferent aspects of the book. 
Content, depth, how well 
the book informs the 
teacher, how well it pre¬ 
sents the material, all these 
things and more were re¬ 
quired to be individually 
analyzed and scored. 

Louisiana goes through a 
textbook adoption every 
seven years. That is where 
new textbooks replace old- 
outdated ones. The text¬ 
book adoption was just 
done this year, but the rat¬ 
ing guide can assist the text 
selection committees the 
next time. 

The panel consisted of a 
group of 25 educators, sci¬ 
entists, and mathematicians 
from all over the country. 
The diversity of our profes¬ 
sions enabled us to learn the 
multitude of concerns with 
middle school education.

As Hurricane Georges 
was approaching land on late 
Friday night and early 
Saturday morning, a million 
or more people began mak¬ 
ing the trek from their homes 
to somewhere safe. For some 
of them, their search would 
end in Shreveport on the 
LSUS campus. The universi¬ 
ty allowed the Red Cross to 
set up an emergency shelter 
here and provided activities 
for them while they waited. 

For some of the travelers, 
it was the water that Georges 
would bring that scared them 
most. Ronald Ensminger 
said that is why he left his 
home in Kenner, La, early on 
Saturday to make the trip 
here. Ensminger said that he 
figured the water would get 
so high that it would take 
days to drain. The water in 
his town drains at the rate of 
about a half-inch per hour. 
He said he expected at least 
three feet of water if the 
storm had hit in New Orleans

like it was predicted to. 

Betty Myers, also of 
Kenner, said that she had 
been through two hurricanes 
and that if it hadn't been for 
her grandchildren, she might 
have stayed through this one. 
For her. the high winds were 
a big concern. Myers said 
that during Hurricane Betsy, 
the roof tore off of her house 
as she stayed there with her 


young children. 

“The worst scenario 
would be that it moved 
straight up the river," 
Ensminger said, on Monday, 
of his concern in moving his 
family out. Another man 
staying at the shelter, Sid 
Lockett, from St. Charles 
Parish, agreed. “If it had 
come up the river. 
(Shreveport) would be hit 
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too," Lockett said. Lockett 
believes that if it had come 
up the river, there would 
have been a lot more damage 
to the state. 

As it happened, the storm 
missed the mouth of the 
river, and landed east of New 
Orleans. Bruce Myers, 
Betty’s son. called it an “act 
of God" that it didn't hit New 
Orleans dead center. Myers, 
who had his children with 
him in the shelter, said that 
he had spoken to relatives 
that had stayed home during 
the storm, and said that it 
was not as bad as they had 
feared. 

Myers and his family now 
had to go back and start the 
long and arduous project of 
cleaning up the mess that the 
storm made. Though many 
of them had insurance, the 
rebuilding of houses and 
cleaning of debris would, no 
doubt, take a long time. They 
might also have to deal with 
snakes and alligators coming 
into their yards to escape the 
water. 


Even still, many of them 
will be glad to be going 
home. On Monday morning, 
Lockett was said, “If 1-10 or 
1-310 were open right now, l 
would be on my way home." 
He had been forced to leave 
when a mandatory' evacua¬ 
tion was declared.

What is red, white and 
blue, screams really loud 
and is brand new? It is 
LSUS* two new campus 
police squad cars. These 
were just two of the addi¬ 
tions acquired by campus 
police from the three-year, 
$ 111,812, grant recently 
awarded to LSUS police 
from the U.S. Justice 
Department. 

Alter many years of dri¬ 
ving around campus in those 
lovely Chevrolet Corsicas, 
the campus police now find 
themselves in two 1998, 
white. Lord Crown Victoria 
police vehicles. 

The department has 
equipped each vehicle with 
“LSI IS Police, State of 
Louisiana" on the side. 
They also installed the latest 
emergency lights, overhead 
and in tne front window. 
“The police graphics add a 


flash of color to make the 
vehicles more distinctive 
and visible.” LSUS police 
Officer K. D. Anderson said. 
“The department is here to 
serve the campus communi¬ 
ty and this can best be 
addressed by visible police 
presence.” 

Anderson feels that the 
best way to serve the com¬ 
munity and prevent crime is 
with random patrol and high 
visibility. 

The cars also allow more 
“comfort” than usual. “The 
officers are usually in them 
about four to six hours each 
shift and now have the space 
and comfort that will allow 
us to serve the campus and 
community better,” 

Anderson said. 

The campus police also 
added two new officers to 
the team. LSUS Chief of 
Police Ron Parker said this 
brings the their staff up to 
nine.
